Los Angeles Library. 


T h e city, or rather a portion of the 
residents of the city, have created the 
nucleus around which may be lornied 
a public library of value, and which 
will reflect credit on the city for all 
timo to conic. The present Library 
Association is an individual enterprise, 
supported by voluntary contributions 
and the subscriptions of its members. 
It is at present, we regret to say, in a 
condition the reverse of flourishing. 
It is free of debt, but its monthly re­ 
ceipts do not equal 
its 
expendit­ 
ures, and unless there is an increase of 
membership, the association will soon 
be incurring liabilities that may be­ 
come troublesome, if they do not even­ 
tuate in tbe destruction of the library 
itself. The last session of the Legisla­ 
ture passed a special Act for Los An­ 
geles, designed to give her a library 
building and a permanent library 
fund. It authorizes the city to issue 
eight per cent bonds in any amount 
not exceeding $15,000; the means of 
paying the interest and ultimate prin­ 
cipal of the bonds, 
together with 
means for raisingan annual fund. The 
city authorities have not as yet acted 
upon this law, but it seems to he the 
general wish of our citizens that they 
should do so. The sum is so small 
th at to raise it would add but an al­ 
most imperceptible increase to taxes, 
while the advantages resulting from 
the library would be great indeed. Los 
Angeles should certainly own a public 
library. The H e r a l d will in 110 case 
urge a measure iuvolvinga large in­ 
crease in taxation, but if the people 
really desire the establishment of the 
library under the provisions of the 
law, we see 110 reason why the author­ 
ities should not comply with their 
wishes. It is a small m atter as to flic 
cost, and will be productive of great 
convenience to the community. 


City Fire Limits. 


The lim it fixed by the Council with­ 
in which wooden houses cannot be 
erected, does not give general satisfac­ 
tion. There are two tire districts; one 
prohibits 
the 
building 
of 
wood 
structures, and the other any act 
which may increase the chances of a 
conflagration. 
Both are clearly de- 
iined in the Ordinance published in 
the H e r a l d some days ago. There 
arc several reasons why the Council 
should not be two exacting in enforc­ 
ing the provisions of a fire lim it ordi­ 
nance. First, incombustible building 
material is not to be had in abundance; 
bricks are scarce, and we have not the 
wood to burn them; stone is also 
scarce. Second, wood is the most de­ 
sirable building material; lumber is 
much cheaper than brick. Third, Los 
Angeles is a growing city, and the de­ 
mand for buildings more than exceeds 
the supply. Fourth, outside of the 
business heart of the city, Los Angeles 
is a place of cottage houses and villa 
residences. Fifth, fires are never used 
except for cooking purposes, and the 
liability to conflagration is therefore 
greatly lessened. Our city authorities 
should carefully guard against doing 
anything which will tend to checking 
the building activity now prevailing. 
We had better run the small risk of 
fire than prevent the building of sub­ 
stantial and handsome dwellings or 
business houses. 
If the Ordinance 
passed a few days ago is enforced, sev­ 
eral buildings commenced,or about to 
be commenced, will have to be aban­ 
doned. 
We make these suggestions 
in the hope that the Common Council 
will consider carefully all acts in ref­ 
erence to lire limits, and do nothing 
which will retard the growth of the 
city. 
_________ 


Coasting Vessels. 


The trade all along the coast between 
Sail Biego und Sail Francisco is now 
large, and will increase tenfold within 
tiie next few years. 
Already the 
freight and passenger traffic seems suf­ 
ficiently largo to keep two lines of 
steamers and a number of schooners 
employed. 
The steam vessels now 
used in the coast trude were not built 
for the business, and arc not all adapted 
for the waters they are used upon. In 
view of these facts, we wonder that 
the Pacific Mail (Steamship Company 
does not set about constructing a 
number of steamers of the size and 
model required for their coast trade. 
Strong, well built, flat-bottomed and 
not too large steamers are what is 
needed. 
Boats of this kind may be 
run at less cost than those now in use; 
b esid es, they may be handled in water 
w h ere the heavy ocean steamers now 
used dure not venture. The cost of 
building and maintaining wharves is 
so considerable, that the m ajority of 
those now built are owned by compa­ 
nies whose charges for wharfage often 
exceed the freight charge from the 
p o in t of shipment to th at of landing, 
if steamers of the kind named were 
used, they would be able to approacli 
nearer shore and land their goods on 
shorter and less expensive wharves. 
The schooners now running up and 
down tiie coast might be increased in 
number, and their arrival and depar­ 
ture indicated as nearly as possible, 
thus forming a regular line of suiiing 
v essels. 
The pacific nature of the 
o cea n renders the use of small, flut- 
b o tto m ed steamers and light sailing 
V essels perfectly safe. 


Business Activity. 


Thedify of Los Ange'es and thtí en­ 
tire Los Angeles Valley now exhibits 
a hbslness activity never before wit­ 
nessed in this portion of the State. 
The city is emerging from a semi- 
somnolent state, and giving evidence 
of a wide-awakeiveness in the future 
that will astonish the oldest inhabi­ 
tant. 
W ith the exception of San 
Francisco 110 city in the State is add­ 
ing so rapidly to her population as 
Ia)s Angeles. Her business is increas­ 
ing in an astonishing ratio, ami she is 
growing in every desirable way stead­ 
ily, substantially and satisfactorily. 
The agricutural resources of the va.- 
ley arc developing in a solid, whole" 
some manner. The number of people 
coming here for the purpose of en­ 
gaging in agricultural pursuits 
is 
more than double that of any previous 
period, and it is hazarding nothing to 
say that the next eighteen months or 
two years will double the population of 
this county. It is gratifying to notice 
that of those who visit this valley,after 
traveling over it and seeing for them ­ 
selves, but the fewest number express 
feelings of disappointment. A sa gen­ 
eral rule visitors find the climate, soil 
and resources even better and greater 
than tuey had been led to believe. All 
concur that Los Angeles Valley con­ 
tains the most extensive rich area of 
soil to be found 011 the l ’aeilic Coast. 
There is 110 broad expanse of poor land 
—110 wide plains of alkali. It is all 
good soil, of a depth and character that 
renders it exhaustless. Even in the 
driest scasoiis, if water is obtained, ex­ 
cellent crops are tiie reward of the hus­ 
bandman's toil. 
It is 110 boast to say 
this is a great, a glorious valley—a 
valley that wants but population and 
industry to convert it into an Arcadia. 


How 
Old is the World? 


The ordinary Bible reader, after 
carefully tracing its geological and 
chronological pages,arrives at the con­ 
clusion that the world was created 
something less than six thousand 
years ago. 
Geological science stub­ 
bornly and unqualifiedly asserts the 
world has existed in its present shape 
at least three million 
years, and 
Hindu reckoning counts back some 
eight million years. Here is a slight 
and 
perhaps unimportant discrep­ 
ancy as to the age of this mud-ball on 
which we live, love, suffer aud die; 
but it hardly eomes within the prov­ 
ince of the journalist to say which, 
if either statement is right. Those old 
geologists who have studied coral- 
formed islands and calculated the 
tim e required for their formation are 
confident the world was old—was in 
point of fact as grey as a rat—when 
God said “ Let there be light.” These 
antiquated fossils sling scientific dem­ 
onstrations in the face of revealed re­ 
ligion with an air of irreverence which 
would 
have ■ made them food for 
cremating in the days of the inqui­ 
sition. On the corner of Fifteenth and 
Mission streets, San Francisco, is a 
spiritual picture gallery containing 
portraits 
of 
deceased individuals, 
drawn by a man and his wife—Mr. 
and 
Mrs. A n d e r s o n — who, except 
when under spiritual influence, know, 
or profess to know, 110 more about the 
art of painting than a Chinese man­ 
darin of the Christian religion; yet 
these pictures are fair pencil sketches. 
They are exact portraits, and so pro­ 
nounced by the spirits that inhabited 
the bodies and looked out of the eyes 
when on earth. Each spirit lias ap­ 
pended the mortal history of himself 
or 
herself— for there 
are 
women 
among them—to the portrait, as well 
as giving the date when they lived 011 
earth. Oue was a resident of Atlanta, 
but happened to be mining in Tuol­ 
umne county, when his native city 
and island was sunk same fifteen thou­ 
sand years ago. Another was an old 
man when 
M o s e s was a “whining 
schoolboy, with his satchel and shin­ 
ing morning face, creeping, like snail, 
unwillingly to school;” while others 
lived, Held office, loved and died ages 
before Creation’s morn. Their story 
is strange, passing strange, and whut 
a pity it is they did not bring along 
the documentary evidence to prove it 
true. Had they given us “ more mut­ 
ter with less art,” we had been in­ 
clined to say “ ’tis true, ’tis pity, and 
pity 'tis ’tis true,” but as they forgot 
this most important element in prov­ 
ing up a case, we can do nothing. Our 
faith is weak, and 
we have only 
strength left to ask, “ How old is the 
world?”

As Mr.

vcliiclo of somewhat heavier calibre 
and went to general smash. The oc­ 
cupants were thrown out, and Mrs. 
Hazard sustained some severe, though 
not dangerous, bruises. The fault 
seems to have been that of the horse, 
which was young and not very obedi­ 
ent to the rein. It is fortunate that 
no more serious results to life and 
limb followed the accident. 
The reports about Vasquez and liis 
visits to our city are growing monot­ 
onous. The last canard dwindles to the 
simple fact that four men who were 
ou a bender Sunday night took forci­ 
ble possession of a hack and compelled 
the driver to carry them about town 
for a while, to suit their caprice, nour­ 
ishing revolvers and making free 
statements that they were friends of 
Vasquez. Officer llartlee took the 
matter in hand yesterday, and upon 
investigation found the perpetrators of 
the affair sleeping olf their debauch of 
the night before, and harmless as 
sucking doves. 
The case of the People vs. Newman 
occupied the whole attention of the 
County Court again yesterday. Mr. 
Gabriel, the party who was shot by 
Newman, was brought into Court on 
a litter in the afternoon to furnish re­ 
buttal testimony. He was in a very 
feeble condition, and it was rather 
against the advice of his physician, 
Dr. ¡Stanway, that lie was taken from 
liis bed. The testimony was all con­ 
cluded in the forenoon, and the law­ 
yers proceeded to the summing up be­ 
fore the jury, which occupied them 
until late in the night. This case has 
elicited a great deal of interest, inas­ 
much 
as the parties connected 
with the aitair are well known, 
and the 
circumstances of the 
case are deeply involved. It will 
be remembered that Newman was 
in possession of some property at El 
Monte which was claimed by other 
parties, and the Sheriff, with a party, 
going out to eject him, Gabriel, one of 
the posse, was shot and so severely in­ 
jured that he still remains in the con­ 
dition described. The Court-room was 
filled with interested auditors during 
the whole course of the trial. At ll| 
o’clock last night the charge of Judge 
O’Melveny was submitted to the jury 
to the effect that they should find the 
defendant guilty or not guilty of as­ 
sault with intent to kill. The jury 
then retired, and their verdict, at our 
latest advices, had not yet been re­ 
turned. 


WOMAN MURDER. 


Coroner's Inquest anil Arrest of the 
Alleged M urderer. 
It is a true saying that one-half the 
world knows not how the other half 
lives; and it is only when some tragi­ 
cal occurrence calls forth the investi­ 
gation of the law, that we are made 
conversant with the misery and degra­ 
dation that makes up the every day 
life of the world’s undercurrent. An 
affair of this kind has just come to 
light, with all its sickening details, 
through the medium of a Coroner’s 
jury, held upon the body of a woman 
named Rafaila, who was brought to a 
violent death in Sonora last Saturday. 
It seems that the woman, who had 
been living with one Sued Morazovieh, 
had been afflicted with heart disease 
for some time, and last Saturday she 
received a beating at the hands of 
her lord and master, which it 
is supposed, acting in conjunction 
with her malady, accomplished her 
death. An examination by Dr. Wise 
revealed serious bruises upon the body 
which would warrant such a conclu­ 
sion. The arrest of the man who com­ 
mitted the dastardly act has been or­ 
dered, and we presume he is now in 
custody. 
The following is the report of Justice 
Gray, acting Coroner, on the case: 
“ilay 10, 1874.—Being called by of­ 
ficer Hartlee, at the request of Cor­ 
oner, proceeded to a house on Bath 
street, in the northeast portion of the 
city of Los Angeles, and there found 
the body of a dead woman, already 
dressed and in her coffin, known as 
Rafaila, about foriy-tive or fifty years 
of age, and supposed to bo a native of 
Mexico. Whereupon venire was is­ 
sued for six jurors to inquire into the 
cause of the deatli of said woman, 
and placed in the» hands of ot 
ficer Hartlee, returnable forthwih. 
Also, 
subpoena was 
issued for 
witnesses and placed in the hands 
of officer Benitos, returnable forth­ 
with. ¡Soon after the officer returned 
the venire with the following names, 
to wit: ¡S. Damoru, L. Lala, G. F. Ya­ 
ger, N. H. Borden, C. M. ¡Small and 
J. W. Madigan, who were sworn in 
and the inquest proceeded with. Maria 
Valenzuela and Manuel Garela testi­ 
fied. Also, after examining the body, 
Dr. Wise was sworn and testified as to 
the wounds upon the body and the 
probable immediate cause of the wom­ 
an’s death. The first witness, who 
was present at the striking and beat­ 
ing of the woman by the man, ¡Sued 
Morazovieh, with whom she was Jiv­ 
ing, testified that Navio Valenzuela 
was also present at the time, and the 
jury asked for a continuance of the 
case until such witness can be pro­ 
duced. The case was accordingly ad­ 
journed until Tuesday, May 12th, at 1 
i*. m ., and a subpoena issued for said 
Navio Valenzuela, returnable at that 
hour.

Immediately after­ 
ward Gen. Auger sent Col. Clayton, 
with three hundred men, across Ran- 
nad bridge at that place. Clayton left 
a part of his men here to protect the 
telegraph office. Baxter’s men ad­ 
vanced, and firing became general 
along the line and was kept up very 
lively for about twenty minutes.
